Albert tokens, Millworker, Arrested on 


Suspicion of Being Murderer 


of Elizabeth Brown 


Hammer With Which Crime Was Committed 


Identified—Lukens Was Slayer of 


Mrs. Julia Stiegler. 


Canton, O., Jan. 10—Albert Luk- 


ens, formerly -of Cincinnati, and once 
convicted In that city of manslaugh- 
ter, Is the suspect 
under surest on 


suspicion of being the murderer of 
Elizabeth Brown, and whose identity 
tlie police refuse to reveal. 
Some 


years ago Lukens killed a Mi s. Steig- 
ler in Cincinnati, and after a jury dis- 
agreement pleaded guilty to man- 
slaughter on his second trial. 
After 


serving his sentence he came to this 
city to work. He was an admirer oif 
Miss Brown, and it is alleged was 
with her on the night of the murder 
He denies this, but frve persons, four 
of them women, assert that he was 
with her at "The Tavern," hotel and 
saloon. 


The chief point of evidence against 


Lukens is the identification 
of the 


bloody hammer with which the giil 
was killed. It was found near her 
body, and bore the initials "H. F. R " 
Last night H. F. Reuse, who lived in 
the same house with Lukens, claimed 
it as his property. 


Two other suspects are under ar- 


rest, George TmdaJe and Wullard 
White, 
Wliiat evidence the 
police 


lave against them hac not been re- 
vealed, but they -are held, despite the 
protests of their attorneys. 


Lukens was today confronted with 


the skull of the murdered girl, still 
blackened with clotted blood, in au 
effort to -break 'him down. He han- 
dled It with only slight 'indications of 
nervousness anl answered all ques- 
tions calmly and courteously. 


late last night William Blair, a 


companion of Lukens and the Brown 
girl on Monday night, was arrested 
and is held as a witness in the case. 


Chief of Police Smith, said that no 


time has been set for a hearing of 
Lukens. He is aged about 25, is sin- 
gle and a millworker, and is held be- 
cause of conflicting testimony. 
He 


asserts that he was home at 11 
o'clock on the night of the murder. 
and is supported in this story by his 
mother, who appeared at the police 
station last night in her son's be-

He says the last time he saw 


l-he Brown girl was Saturday even- 
ing, but other evidence is to the ef- 
fect that he was with, her Monday 
niglit. He was arrested at the Par- 
ker House, where the girl lived. He 
contributed a floral wreath for her 
funeral. 


In an interview Lukens admitted 


that he had served time in the Mans- 
field reformatory for manslaughter. 
He says he was accused of murdering 
a woman at Cincinnati, and was tried 
twice, the jury disagreeing in both 
cases. He says he then pleaded 
guilty, although innocent of the 
crime, because !he did not want to go 
through the ordeal of another trial. 


The murderer of the girl, whose 


home was in Massillon, and who was 
about 22 years of age, occurred Mon- 
day night. 
Four separate 
wounds 


were made with the hammer. Her 
clothing was not disarranged, indi- 
cating no struggle. 
She had 
been 


living at the Parker House for some 
time, and her mother recently visit- 
ed her, urging her to return home. 
The wayward girl was deaf to her 
parent's entreaties. Friends say the 
girl a.lways carried 
considerable 


"money, but she had none wlien her 
body was found. 


The. Cincinnati crime with which 


Albert Lukens was charged was the 
murder of Mrs. Julia Steigler, w.ho 
was killed at her <home on the Paxton 
road, in Hyde Park, on March 15, 
IS 9 9. Mrs. Steigler was Tailed in 
much the same manner as the young 
woman at Canton. In the Cincinnati 
case, however, robbery was the only 
motive, alleged. 


At the time of the murder Mrs. 


Steigler was leaving her home for the 
city, and had $59 in bills In a hand- 
bag. She left the monev in the pock- 
etbook and -went upstairs while Luk- 
fens was in the house. According to 
a confession which he made on the 
night of his arrest he went down in- 
to the cellar and secured the furnace 
poker with which he fractured the 
woman's skull.

New Albany, lad., Jan. 10—For 


the first time since the lynching or 
the Renos in the Floyd county jail in 
this city on the night of DVceinber 
12, 1868, Cell No. 13, in which Sim- 
eon Reno had been confined was op- 
ened yesterday. 


Reno made a desperate fight foi 


his life against the mob, and because 
of the blood s<tains on tlie cell 800.' 
and tfle superstition on account or 
the number of the cell no effort was 
made to use it until a year later, 
when a crowded^ condition of the laii 
made it necessary. It was then dis- 
covered that the lock would not work 
and the door could not be opened. 
Due to the work of remodeling the 
jail, which is now in progress, the 
lock was removed yesterday, and the 
old cell door, creaking on its hinges, 
was swung open for the first time in 
nearly 40 years.

Of 
a total of thirty peremptory challen- 
ges allowed each side by law, tbe de- 
fense has been compelled to use 19 
while the State has exhausted 14. 


Counsel for Thaw continue to relt- 


eiate their denials that there is trtHl- 
ble between Thaw and his wife. A. 
R"ssell Peabody, personal counsel for 
TLaw, has taken occasion to person' 
aPy see most of the newspaper oor- 
rtspondents working on tbe trial and 
to assure them there is nothing in 
the current reports that the couple 
aie estranged. But these denials have 
not ended the circulation of the ro- 
mo'-s. They emanate from the prison 
and from the "white light" district. 
wiere Thaw and his wife were well 
kucwn before their present troubles. 


Old attaches at the prison and 


court building have already began to 
compare the Thaw case with that of 
Ro'and B. Moliaeaux. Mblineanx'a 
w'fc stuck by him without question 
ami they were the most devoted ot 
couples until he finally gained his 
freedom. Then she went to South 
Dakota and secured a divorce and 
married her lawyer. •
